Giant Locust Plague Sweeping 
Many Asian, African Countries 


ROME—(AP)—Giant locust swarms are threatening the entire food 


supply of agricultural countries from Africa to Asia in the worst plague 
in a century. 


• This was reported today by the U, N. Food and Agricultural Or- 


ganization (FAO), which gave this picture: 


Tens of millions of desert locusts 


have swept from their East Afri- 
can breeding place with dramatic 
rapidity since the start of the year. 


Vast areas of French Somali- 


land, Eritrea, The Sudan, Aden, 
Yemen, Saudi Arabia, Oman, Ku- 
wait, Jordan, Egypt, Israel, Syria, 
Iraq, Iran and Pakistan are in- 
fested. 


Present swarms are now breed- 


ing and "a new generation of 
young locusts soon will be on hand 
threatening the cotton and grain of 
the Nile delta on one side and the 
rice fields of India on the other." 


FAO estimated that between 500 


and too million hectares (l.l to 1.3 


billion acres) of Iran, running from 
the border of Iraq to that of Paki- 
stan, are infested with desert lo- 
cust eggs. That means a new 
plague for the future. 


So far the Iranian government 


has been able to clean up only one- 
tenth of this area. Both the United 
States and the U.S.S.R. have sent 
in aircraft and experts to help 
fight the menace—a rare example 
of postwar cooperation 
between 


the two rival powers. 


FAO warned that the locust 


menace may be a new threat to the 
political stability of the Middle 
East,

New Farm Empire Now Ready To Bloom 


MOSES LAKE, Wash. — (NBA)— 


A new economic-empire within the 
state of Washington is coming into 
being on May 22. 


On that date, life-giving water 


from the Columbia River will flow 
to irrigate about half of the 920 
farms sprawled over 66,000 acres 
of the ' Columbia Basin irrigation 
project. It's a start that is bring- 
ing life-long dreams to many dry- 
dirt farmers of the area. 


Under 
construction for seven 


years, and now only 64 per cent 
completed, this project eventually 
will encompass 1,029,000 acres—<ui 
area larger than the state of Rhode 
Island. For the next seven years. 
,he U. S. Bureau of Reclamation 
expects to bring water to about 
1,000 acres yearly. 


To celebrate the happy event, 


starting May 22 and for 11 days, 
every town in this part of the state 
will take part in what is called the 
Columbia Basin Water Festival. At 
Ephrata, it will be a fair; Pasco 
will have a water parade of floats; 
Quincy will have an old-fashioned 
horse-drawn plowing, contest. But 
I'll be judged from a modern 
helicopter.

extra minerals, but you can stop 
feeding protein supplements. 


K. E. Gardner, University of 


Illinois dairy specialist, says you 
can avoid weight losses from juicy 
early spring pasture by feeding 
grain at a reduced rate as long 
as the cows will eat It. 


In each 100 pounds of grain mix- 


ture, be sure to include 1 to 1}» 
pounds of salt and 1 pound of 
steamed bonemeal. 


But because cows on pasture 


may not eat much grain, they 
may suffer from mineral short- 
ages if they get only the minerals 
in the grain mixture. So it's wise 
to provide free access to salt in 
block or loose form.

Engineers Produce First 'Concrete'

C?Evidence of Road Crackup 


A group of road engineers have advanced the first solic 


evidence for a theory they long have preached about the way 
big loads break up highways. 


The theory, roughly: Twice as much loa.d does several 


times more than twice as much damage. 


For proof, the engineers cited tests run more than a year 


ago on a 1.1-mile stretch of U. S. 301 near La Plata, Md., 41 
miles south of Washington.»

» 


The first published summary of the tests showed these 


main findings: 


A 22,400-lb. axle load on trucks cracked the cement slab 


6.4 times more than an 18,000-lb. axle load. 


On trucks with two sets of rear wheels and axles, 44,800- 


Ib. loads caused 12.3 times as much cracking as 32,000-lb. 
loads. ' 
* 


Highway engineers and the truck people have bitterly 


disputed for years the damage done to pavements by heavy 
loads. Neither side has been able to put up much scientific 
evidence. 


Now, for the first time, the engineers have findings from 


a test on a piece of roadway to bear out their arguments. 
* 
* * 


Highway departments 'of 11 states—Connecticut, Dela- 


ware, Illinois, Kentucky, Maryland, Michigan, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Virginia and Wisconsin—plotted and'fi- 
nanced the inquiry. 


The highway research board of the National Research 


Council, the Federal Bureau of Roads and Interregional Coun- 
cil on Highway Transportation—including truck operators, 
truck makers, 'and oil men—helped them and joined in weigh- 
ing the results. 
* • * 


Trucks shuttled back and forth, back and forth, back 


and forth along the test strip for six months—50 minutes 
every hour, 24 hours a day, seven days a week, in rain, in 
tropic fie,at, and freezing cold. They made 476,000 trips over 
one pair of test lanes. 


Every crack that showed up was painted and then re- 


corded on a chart. 


Electronic recorders measured the stresses and strains 


along the edge of the slab and at the joints. They measured 
the deflection—the amount the slab teetered and bent when 
a truck passed over.

The engineers took 12,000 of these readings and teste'd 


6,000 soil samples taken alongside and beneath the road. 


The job of analyzing the facts and figures was completed 


only last month, although the running tests were finished in 
December of 1950.

The American Association of State Highway Officials 


wants single axle loads limited to 18,000 pounds. Twelve 
states, mostly in the northeast part of the country, permit 
single axle loads up to 22,400. 


The same comparison holds for the 32,000 and 44,800 


loads on tandem axles. 


Another group of investigators is building a special strip 


of bituminous concrete—blacktop—out in Idaho to see what 
axle loads will do to it.

For years the citizens of Molokai have been resisting 


some of these advances, even while taking advantage of them.

This is friendly to be sure, but it puts the burden of looking 
up the number on the operator, and slows down the use of 
the facilities. 


So friendliness is being asked to yield a point to effi- 


cency. Thus, even in Molokai, we accommodate ourselves 
to progress.

To all the family: 


We are in another world. Every- 


thing is so different from our own 
country, America, perhaps that is 
why we are so interested and keen 
about seeing everything. Haifa is 
called a modern city although it 
is on the site of a village that has 
been in existence over 1700 years. 
There are some 150,000 inhabitants 
in the city and suburbs. 


Our sightseeing trip today was 


made in buses, ever so many of 
them. Haifa is mentioned in the 
Bible so it has that distinction. 


We look down as we motor on 


from our elevated road, along the 
slopes of Mt. Carmel where we 
are treated to come of the most 
beautiful scenery. The summit of 
Mt. Carmel is a popular summer 
resort and Haifa is quite a resort 
town, so many good hotels and 
pensions which makes it the last 
and most popular in Israel for 
pleasure seekers. Haifa Bay is 
'where one sees the better homes

villas to say nothing of the Mt. 
Carmel mountains rising majesti- 
cally 2,000 feet. 


From the top of the mountain

the home of Joseph and Mary. In 
a crypt within the altar is where 
the House of the Virgin stood. It 
was at the Church of Annunciation 
(of the ifith. century) that the an- 
gel Gabnel announced to Mary 
that she was to bear Jesus. Our 
guide told us all these details as 
we pursued our sightseeing tour.

Schuler busied themselves and 
thus we had for several days, a 
beautiful bouquet on our dining 
room table. 


It was from Mt. Beatitudes that 


Christ is said to have preached 
the Sermon on the Mount. We 
were on sacred ground. Passing 
through many Jewish cities we 
saw great.crowds in the

line. 
Our guide said there were 


10,000 Arabs in a -section 
by 


themselves. In many Jewish cities 
they ran the Arabs out of town.

Then they 
dragged me out of the bus and I 
was beaten." 


He Was Worried 


He shot one of the women, he 


said, "because she was mad at 
me and wanted me arrested." 
' Goldsby continued: 


"I was worried about money and 


a, job. I didn't want to live off my 
brother all the time. (He came two 
weeks ago to visit his brother.) I 
got -up at 10:30 yesterday morn- 
ing and ate a can of tuna fish. 


•'About two o'clock I went to a 


tavern at 63rd St., and Quincy and 
drank a quart of wine and two 
cans of beer. 


"I wanted to go to a movie. I 


asked a cop where I could find one. 
He said there were lots of them at 
E. 105th street and Euclid. So I 
got on the bus at E. 55th street. 


Sparks Flew

the past for a free press. 


The publishers picked "political 


bias" as the most prevalent fault, 
with "failure to perform public 
service," "slanting the news" and 
bowing to economic pressures as 
the next most common offenses.

worded shafts in a statement pre- 
pared for the House Labor com- 
mittee by George W. Armstrong 


jr., an industry member of the 
board. 


Armstrong said it seemed obvi- 


ous the board had gone beyond the 
neutrality policy expressed by con- 
gress on the union shop. He said 
its actions had definitely impaired 
collective baigalning. 


Stimulates Deputes 


"I believe," he concluded, "that 


the board's actions have not re- 
duced disputes but have tended 
to stimulate them, and I further 
believe that in attempting to func- 
tion in the disputes area the board 
cannot help but impair its function 
of stabilizing wages." 


Armstrong is president of the 


Texas Steel Co.. Fort Worth—now 


on leave as one of six member 
representing Industry on the wage 
board. 


He testified in the House com 


mittee's investigation of the WSB 
particularly its controversial find 
ing in the steel dispute. In this 
case, the industry members wer 
outvoted by the six labor and si: 
public members of WSB.
